MUCH EASIER THAN 
ROBBING A GRAVE 


Greatest Body Thief of the 
Age Promises to Clear 
Many Unsolved Mysteries 
at Alexander’s Next Trial.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 4.~Murder 
Was but a means to an end with the de- 
spoilers of Indiana graveyards, according 
to a supplemental confession made by Ru- 
fus Cantrell, ‘“‘King of the Ghouls,’’ to the 
prosecuting attorney here. 

Already 22 pertons are under indictment 
for grave robbing or concealing stolen 
corpses, and Cantrell promises that at least 
half as many more will be before he fin- 
ishes. 

“I will tell who killed a subfect’ in West 
Indianapol's,” Cantrell says. ““I will ex- 
plain the Chinese murder. I will account 
for the disappearance of two prominent 
women of Indianapolis for traces of whom 
large rewards are even now outstanding. 

“f will tell how men have been alive on 
the streets of Indianapolis at 8 o'clock in 
the evening and lying cold and naked on 
the marble slab of a dissecting table in an 
Indianapolis medical college at midnight, 
four hours later. 

I will give facts, dates and bring cor- 
roborative evidence to prove these asser- 
tions, 

“I will tell how furnaces in medical col- 
leges here have cremated the evidence of 
many strange and mysterious murders. 1! 
will go back eight years and clear up half 
the murder mysteries that now stand un- 
solved on the police books of this and other 
cities.”’ 

Half the detective force here is engaged 
in investigating cases of which Cantrel 
has told them, and, in no instance, have 
they found anything to disprove the ne- 
gros statement. They have found strong 
corroborative proof in ail cases, and now 
place implicit faith in this negro, who is 
| proud of the distinction he has gained as 
the greatest ghoul of the age. 


Ready to Make 
Startling Disclosures. 
The second trial of Dr. Joseph C. Alex- 
ander, under indictment on’ two counts 
for taking, cencealing and buying a 
corpse, is expecied to be ealled within a 
@Swort time, and Cantrell has promised 
the district attorney that he will make 
some startling disciosures at this trial. 
From grave tfobbery, pure and simple, 
Cantrells suppleméntary confeesions have 
led, step by step; to the unfolding of mur- 
der plots and murders committed. 
© tee a fortnight the detectives have been 
estigating details of the confession, and 
they declare that the indictments now 
filed against many of those charged with 
Stave robbery will be changed to murder. 
For eight years the ghouls have operated 
in Indiana cemeteries. During that time 
they have desecrated nearly 4000 graves 
in four cemeteries. During the year pre- 
ceding their arrest they operated with a 
Dokiness unprecedented. The result was 
the despoiling of more than 1000 graves 
within a year. 


Cantrell admits that he and hia 
have known of murders, 
guilty of murder and have rmitted mur- 
ers to be committed to teh end that the 
bodies of the murdered men might come 
more easily into their hands, and they 
would thus be able to dispose of it with- 
out the trouble of uncovering a grave.

man’s wigwam at noon of the first da 
of the annual wild onion feast, whic 
generally takes place during the rst 
week in April.

year. Having never heard of this work 
Miss Holmes made a search and found it 
really had existed. 
From that time she began to have faith in

Later she said she had a visit from 
Cesar Frank, who had been her music 
teacher. She maintained that this spirit 
aided her in her musical compositions, and 
once pointed an error a copyist had made 
by inserting a false note.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 4-—Many and 
divers are the opinions entertained here 
on McChesnev’s defeat tn the Montgomery 
Handican. It has been generally acknowl- 
edged for several months back that Smath- 
ers’ colt was in a class by himself on the 
western turf, and his showing in the Mont- 
gomery has not served to alter that view 
iO any anppreciabie extent. 

In my opinion McChesney is still as good 
a horse as he ever was, and before the 
season is much older this fact will be ap- 
parent to the race-going public. 

Among the :“asons assigned for his defeat 
was the condition of the track, which was 
cuppy and heavy.. This is a poor excuse 
because two days previously he mmde his 
trial race in about two seconds less than 
Ordnung made in the Montgomery. 

Another reagon given is that he was un- 
able to carry the weight, but on Jan. 71, at 
New Orleans, he carried 1% pounds to v:c- 
tory and beat a field of good horses, among 
them being Harry New, to which he gave 
30 pounds, and headed him at the finish 
by a dozen lengths. 

Monday last, with a difference of only 2 
pounds between him and Harry New, the 
latter was a dozen lengths in front of Mc- 
Chesney. Neither the condition of the 
track nor the weight can be assigned as 
a justifiable cause for the death of Smath-. 
ers’ horse. 

The fact is, the horse had no speed at 
any part of the race. In the first hun- 
dred yards Jockey Odom whipped him un- 
mercifully, but it wae no use. The speed 
that made a world’s record for six and a 
half furlongs was wanting, and he wes 
no better than a common selling pilater 
during the contest. 

It is always customary to hear excuses 
made for the defeat of a faverite In a great 
event of this kind. but the real reason 1s 
rarely hit upon. Ugiy rumors bave been 
afloat at Memphis during the last few days.

CON, Mo., April 4.—Since last Septem- 


ber Judge N. M. Shelton has been devoting 
his spare time to the construction of what 
is to him an unintelligible instrument of 
writing, submitted by the attorney for Jo- 
seph Lee Shellenbarger of Omaha, grandson 
of the testator, Smith Gipson, a former 
wealthy, but eccentric farmer 
west Macon County. 

This morning Judge Shelton announced, 
privately, that hewas beginning to see day- 
light in his task, and that he thought, by 
the April term of circuit court, he would 
be able to render an opinion in line with 
the old pioneer’s intended disposition of his 
large estate. 

The will seemed to cut Shellenbarger off 
with $1, and, naturally, he raised a kick. 
He makes-the other 26 heirs defendants. 

Mr. Smith Gipson began life ag a small 
farmer, with a few acres near McGee (ol- 
lege. e died worth many thousand dol- 
lars. His estate represented a life-time of 
utmost te pe! and clever trading. He 
never did like lawyers, and couldn't im- 
agine why honest men would encourage 
them. So when, one day in 189, a mule 
kicked him in the breast and he thought he 
was going to die, he called a few friends 
and showed them his will to sign. They 
asked who drew it up. 

“I did!” said the old man, with pride. 
“I wanted it made clear so my people 
would know just what was coming to them, 
These lawyers with their everlasting 
‘saids’ and ‘aforesaids’ and ‘whereases’ 
would drive a man crazy. Now, they’ll all 
know just what they're gettin’ and the law- 
yers won't find anything to jaw over and 
charge for.’’ 

And a few years later the good old 
patriarch laid down, and now enjoys the re- 
pose of the just. His: son Tom brought 
the will to the probate office, and had it 
duly filled. 

‘Dad said he wrote it up clear so there'd 
be no trouble telling what he meant,” he 
explained. 

The probate Bg looked at the labor- 
lously execut writing and smiled. He 
had seen so many of these ‘‘clearly writ- 
ten’’ wills. 

When the heir at Omaha learned that 
the other heirs claimed he was cut off 
with a dollar, he told his lawyers to hunt 
up a blow-hole in the. will. They started 
at the top of the first page and worked 
down. Then they began at the bottom and 
worked up. Next they turned the writing 
upside down and worked backwards, They 
got a microscope and examined the large 
marks. It was copied off a section at a 
time, and with wet-toweled heads the bar- 
‘risters struggled for light. Finally they 

assed the proposition up to the circuit 
udge. They alleged, and with reason, that 
e will was without meaning and void, 
because of defective punctuation and gram- 
matical connection. In ‘short, it was ali 
‘‘blow-hole.” The court is asked to divide 
the property in “equity and good con- 
science,’’ the same as if no will existed. It 
would be a nervy man that dared to p - 
sent such a request were the testator alive.

“A great many persons are going to give up housekeep- 
fing until after the World's Fair. Not that they care so 
‘much for the expense of entertaining friends from out of 
town, but that they are unwilling to bear the responsibility. 
You cannot entertain during the Fair in a large house even 
with trained servants without giving time to it. St. Louis 
women will want to see the Fair. Because there is 80 lit- 
tlé hotel room house rent is so high that those who w'sh to 
give up their houses can readily rent them at so good a 
price that there will be no question of economy in hotel 
life. 

“The servant-girl question {s getting more and more 
difficult of solution. I know of severa! boarding houses 
where they have been forced to employ male help for up- 
stairs work. In spite of prosperity there are a lot of men 
with no special training for any kind of work and no char- 
acter who drift about and are forced to take work as 
house servants. Nearly every boarding house emp'oys 
them in work heretofore done by women. It jars a little 
at first, but after one becomes accustomed to them they 
don’t seem so much out of place. 

_. “So many opportunities of earning a living without 
‘being called a servant and being treated like one, have 
opened for women, that it is the hardest thing in the 
“world, even where women treat their help humanely, to 
get girls for work in private houses. There {Is little of real 
business in a private house. Working girls like business 
principle. We get help easily in hotels because we run 
hotels on business lines. We ask no one to work all the 
hours they are awake. They get their evenings off or 
off. There is regularity about their hours 
duties. And thére are enough persons employed 
el to make company for one another. That is a 
point worth considering. 

"We pay more than private houses pay. And we pay 
Once @ week. The girls like to be paid often. Wages 
Tange from $6, $8 and $10 a week. With board that is pret- 
 Bopene pay. It is better than the factories and the stores 
4 Private families pay only from $12 to $18 a month. 
| “Our girls work not over 10 hours. In a private family 
one girl doing the work is busy from the time she gets up 
til] she goes to bed. If she gets a moment of rest some- 
thing is hunted up for her to do.

In a hotel. And the work is divided so that some of 

the girls can get off Sunday afternoon or evening. 

“If private houses could be run on business lines. sav 
with afternoons off and evenings free after 7:30 or 8, If good 
rooms wore provided and the girls were not {solated and 
made to think they are not human beings in the es*imate 
of them employes, the hired gir] question would be much 
mearer solution. Girls work hard in a factory under con- 
ditions not so good as those that prevail in homes but thy 
know that there is a quitting thour and after that thet:

But the one tendency in city life after money comes and 
children go out into the world is to put aside every unnec- 
essary burden that there may be more time for social 
duties, for charitable and church work, for the club and 
for the literary circle. 

“Of course now and then, where men and women of leis- 
ure mingle so informally and so continually as they do in 
a hotel, the gossips find something on which to feed. But 
there is little real basis when you consider the facts.

They are still to be found 
piping their clear notes in che large open lots in the suburbs 
of St. Louis, while the brown thrush, rival of the mocking bird, 
about the musical value of whose song Burroughs and Roose- 
velt differed, is found in large numbers in the parks and places 
of the city. The meadow lark does not, like the thrush, con- 
tribute an aria to the bird opera, but his few notes are clear 
and musical, with a suggestion of incompleteness, ag if he 
started to sing a song, but changed his mind. 

The discussion between Burroughs and Roosevelt foreshadows 
the gvod times they will have together in the western wilds. 
Roosevelt is a hunter of big game, who, in the chase, has in- 
cidentally absorbed knowledge of all the birds and beasts that 
inhabit the forest and field. Burroughs has hunted the small 
game—the birds, insects and other small creatures that tive in 
the woods and méadows. Roosevelt hunts to kill, while Bur- 
roughs hunts to know. Where Roosovelt has spent days chasing 


or the songbird. 

Both are eager and full of enthusiasm for their special sports. 
Roosevelt can tell Burroughs, as the latter modestly sugges'‘s. 
much new information about big game; but Burroughs, on the 
other hand, can pour tfnto the President a wealth of informa- 
tion about nature’s smaller creatures. 

What a delightful swapping of hunting stories and lore of 
birds and beasts between these two! What delicious still hunts 
in the woods and fields. spiced with whispered debates! The 
discussions will be worth going miles to hear. And the report 
that Burroughs, possibly also the President, will write—well, 
they will make many hours speed on the wings of pleasure and 
will fill many minds with fresh ardor for nature knowledge. 
Possibly they will make guniess hunts a fad among sportsmen.

A FRENCH TRIBUTE TO AMERI- 
CAN PATRIOTISM. 


There is an article in the Revue Bleue of 
Paris, which should warm the cockles of 
every American heart. It is by M. Delfron 
de Vissec, a traveler who has studied men 
and things in many lands. The following 
extracts are from a translation in the cur- 
rent number of the Literary Digest: 

“It is wonderful to note how a people 
so little military are gifted with a patriot- 
ism go intense. What a contrast between 
the towns of Germany, where at every step 
we come across troops on the march, where 
the very populace seems divided into regi- 
ments, and those immense cities beyond 
the sea, in which the sight of a military 
uniform, the sound of a trumpet, are prac- 
tically unknown! Individuals (in the 
United States) are all the more citizens in- 
asmuch as they are not eoldiers. It is from 
the profound civism with which they are 
imbued, from their devotion to the city and 
the state, that they derive their patriotism. 

“In spite of this ardent patriotism, capa- 
ble of making the Americans, if necessary, 
intrepid soldiers, did future peace, to which 
the world aspires, depend upon them, it 
would have solid guarantees. The Monroe 
Doctrine binds them to an exclusively de- 
fensive policy. It is easy for them, there- 
fore, to make peaceful professions. A 
menace of war will never proceed from 
them.”’ 

The writer sees trouble ahead for what- 
ever European nation shall put the Mon- 
roe Doctrine to the test. He forebodes that 
the rash country will be Germany. 

“What has the future in store? No one 
knows. Everything depends on Germany. 
The American people are very patient, 
very good-natured. They, can control 
themselves and they are not inflamed by 
a first provocation. But once aroused, they 
know no bounds and would become the 
most formidable of enemies.”

THE REAL HANS BREITMANN, 
From Harper's Weekly. 

An extraordinary man was Charles God- 
frey Leland, who died on March ®, in 
Florence, Italy, at the age of 78. He lived 
a long, happy, useful and laborious life, 
of which it was hardly more than an in- 
cident that when he was about 60 years old 
he became famous as the author of the 
ballads of “Hans Breitmann.” Everybody 
used to know how “Hans Breitmann gife 
a barty,’’ and about the “himmelstralende- 
stern” and the other incidents, multifarioug 
and varied, of Hans Breitmann’s social 
career. And from knowing Breitmann, 
everybody came to know Leland. There 
was a good deal to know. He was a wri- 
ter as remarkable for erudition as for ver- 
satility. The son of an old Philadelphia 
family carefully educated in the best 
schools of his day, he appears as an in- 
fant prodigy who wrote a good poem at 
10: as a schoolboy who was deeply read in 
‘black-letter; as a Princeton College boy 
who was one of the best-read men in 
| America, and as a revolutionist who helped 
in 1844 to man the great barricade of the 
Faubourg St. Antoine in Paris. After four 
or five years in Paris and London he stud- 
fed law in Philadelphia. But he practiced 
not law, but literature, beginning as an ed- 
itor in New York in 1853, and continuing 
as editor or writer in New York or Phila- 
delphia until 1869. He had a hand in mak- 
ing Appleton's Encyclopedia, and was one 
of the staff of Vanity Fair. The Breitmann 
ballads made him famous in the early sev- 
enties, and after that he lived much 
abroad, studying gypsies, folk-lore and 
whatever interested tim. He published 
many books, but perhaps the most import- 
ant of all his labors was the part he took 


in introducing industria! art into the 
American schools.

“ERA OF BLIND DRINKS 
AND LIQUOR IN BOTTLES.” 


Impossible for Captains to 
Keep Their Men 
Sober. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 4—One of the 
most interesting reports on the effect of the 
canteen feature of the post exchange has 
come from Alaska. The officer is Capt. 
E. T. Wilson of the artillery corps, in com- 
mand of the post at Liscum. He writes 
trenchantly and convincingly, saying: 

“The present regime is an era of biind 
drunks and pint bottles in garisons. The 
present law should be entitled an act to in- 
crease the value of real estate in the vi- 
cinity of military posts for saloon purposes. 
There is always a small percentage of men 
in every company who like liquor for 
liquor's sake. The question is whether 
they shgll receive it in moderate amounts 
under supervision or be forced to go to a 
disreputable ginmill for it; whether the 
soldier shall obtain a mild alcohol or red 
whisky, which in Alaska runs 16 fights to 
a pint. 


“Were there " saloons within 100 
miles, I should like to see the sale of 
all liquor stopped both in canteens and 
out. uch a condition is an iridescent 
dream. The object of a company com- 
mander is to promote temperance, to 
make his men sober and keep them in 
good physical and moral health. 

“I cannot do it now when Tom, Dick 
and Harry are calling to them to leave 
the garrison and fet dru I believe 
firmly that the sale of beer in the can- 
teen promotes temperance and sobriety. 
The sale of liquor is an evil; it is but 
a choice between two. I never knew of 
aman who started on the downhill path 
on account of the canteen. 

‘T base these opinions not alone on 
experience at Fort Liscum, but at Fort 
Flagler and San Francisco. Men who 
get drunk get drunk on bad whisky. It 
turns their stomachs inside out, and 
they are laid up to recover from de- 
bauches and are not fit for duty. The 
health of the liquor men is seriously 
impaired at present. The table fare is 
very much poofer. I have been in charge 
of three post exchanges in which beer 
was sold and one where it was not. 

If a company receives $1 per month per 
man over and above its commissary sav- 
ings, it can keep its mess up as good as 
need be. Jn all the exchanges that I have 
seen where beer was sold the profit on it 
was so large that this amount was made 
on the beer alone, and articles in the store 
and lunch departments were put down to 
cost. 

At very isolated stations where there is 
no competition the store feature and lunch 
counter wil] pay a reasonable profit now, 
but the bg tyre of profit is greater than 
it should be if it {is desired to make any- 
thing like $1 per month per man. It may 
safely be said that the present law has de- 
prived the company fund of $1 per month 
for every enlisted man present, and this 
amount should be appropriated and paid 
into the hands of the company commander 
to be disbursed as company funds usually 

It is uphill work to stretch.a govern- 
ment ration and commissary’ savings 
through the month.” |

BOSTON, April 4.—John D. Rockefeller is

Jacques, an electrical expert, whose im- 
portant electrical experiment in the di- 
rection of obtaining electricity directly from 
coal have for the last eight years deeply 
interested the scientific world, 


“Mr. Rockefeller did not make the of- 
fer in a spirltt of commercialism, but rath- 
er as substantial evidence of his inter- 
est in scientific research,’’ said Dr. Jaques 
today. ‘‘We have never met, but the man 
who told Mr. Rockefeller of my experi- 
ments is a mutual friend. I can only teil 

ou that the offer was made, but that I 

ave made no reply, as Mr. Rockefeller Is 
away on a pleasure trip and no communi- 
tion of mine would reach him. , 

“My discovery is yet in an experimental 
stage and there is nothing to be said about 
it for publication. In the last year, how- 
ever, the advances have been rapid and 
marked. 

“By present methods of generating e!ec- 
tricity, much of the energy in coal f, lost. 
while by direct conversion of coal into 
electricity logs would be greatly lessened.”’ 
Dr. Jaques’ experiments have embraced 
the use of gold, silver, aluminum, copper, 
lead, tin, nickel, magnesium, iron and plat- 
fnuin and many other substances. The cost 
of these, together with the necessity of 
the changing the common. coal of the 
ines into a carbon of convenient form for 
andling, has required an enormous out- 
lay of money. Mr. Rockefelier’s offer, 
therefore is decidedly opportune.

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NEW HOTEL BUILT ON NOVEL PLAN 


T WEST BADEN, Ind., on the Bal- 
A timore & Ohio Southwestern Rail- 
road, 237 miles from St. Louis, a 
hotel has just been built which is called 
by some architects the eighth wonder of. 
the world. This designation is applied be- 
cause of the hostelry’s peculiar and re- 
markable architectural pattern. The house 
has 708 front rooms and no back rooms. 
There is no hotel elsewhere that resembles 
this Indiana creation in the least, so far 
as exterior architectural pattern goes. It le 
a pure unique, like James Whitcomb Riley 
and other Hoosier marvels. Mr. Riley, @ 
long time ago, invented a new pattern of 
verse, which became known as stairstep 
poetry. The architect at West Baden has 
invented a new style hotel, which may be- 
come known 4s the all-front-room fashion, 


outer built In the shape -of an octahcdron 
of 15 sections of 60 feet each, making an 
outer circumference with office lobby of 
1010 feet. So ingeniously has the architect 
utilized the angles made by the twist that 
scarcely an inch of space has been wasted, 
all such corners being devoted to lavatories 
and closets. 

“The great dome-roof is called by the 
guests an umbrella; it is coveréd with 
glass and tiles, and is said to be larger 
than the dome at St. Petersburg or that of 
the capitol at Washington. The hub or 
drum of the dome is ten feet h'gh and 
sixteen feet in diameter and weighs eight 
and one-half tons.

HAVE personally participated in the 
. administration of the water cure in the 
oa Phillippines hundred of times. I have 
% administered the water cure myself dozens 
of times. This was done in accordance 
with instructions by my superior officers 
while I was serving there as a soldier in 

the regular army. 

The water cure is still in vogue. No sol- 
dier in the regular army will admit this 
to a civilian. As I have retired from the 

"-—s regular army on account of disabilities 

suffered in China I am not afraid to re- 
veal. these facts, as are my former com- 
panfons in arms, 

It is common talk among the regulars 
that the water cure and similar tortures 
are not only being practiced now, but will 
be practiced in the future. Volunteers may 
not know this fact, but among the regulars 
no blame is attached to Gen. Jacob Smith 
because of the orders which led to his 

- digmissal from the United States army. 
‘Everybody in the army knows that he is- 
sued the orders to ‘make Samar a howling 
wilderness’ and to ‘kill and burn’ under 
tacit instructions from higher authorities. 

The war department at Washington 
knows that tortures similar to the water 

~ eure must be employed so long as it is 
Maintained that the American troops are 
In control of the Philippine Islands.

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quered the Philippines. But the talk 
amongst officers on the inside ts wholly dif- 
ferent. The assertion that our army never 
can subdue the Filipinos is frequently made 
today by some of the ablest officers in the 
regular army. The rank and file of the 
regulars in the Philippines belteve this. 
During the years that I have served in the 
United States regular army in the Philip- 
pines I never heard an intelligent man 
maintain that peace had been restored, and 
the insurrection of the Filipinos subdued. 

On the other hand, it was common 
knowledge that while the people of the 
United States were being informed that 
peace had ben restord, a condition of ac- 
tual warfare and of civil anarchy existed 
over wide territories. . 

The opinion amongst officers and men 
in the regular army in the Philippines is 
that the acquisition of these islands by the 
United States was the very worst bar- 
gain that this eountry ever made. 

“We have bought wag,” said cne officer 
to me, “‘paying $20.000,000 under the treaty 
of Paris for territory which we already 
possessed, and it has cost us ever since 
from one hundred to four hundred mil- 
lion dollars a year.” 

This expresses graphically 
opinion in the Philippines. Having paid, 
as Tom Reed expressed it, “two dollars 
apiece for the yellow bellies,”” we are now 
paying out something Mke $100 to $250 a year 
ap‘ece for the purpose of keeping them. 

The opinion amongst civilians and 
amongst the volunteer soldiers in the Phil- 
ippines—while these do not know the real 
facts as thoroughly as the regulars, and 
are less close-mouthed in talking—is often 
the same eas that of war department offi- 
c-als, that not only is the war not ended in 
the Philippines, but that it is still going 
on, and will go on for years to come. 

The Spaniards maintained to the outside 
world that they controlled the Filip'nos. 
As a matter of fact, they left them to 
themselves. Spa'!n never controlled anything 
there except a few of the larger ports and 
towns here and there along the coast, 
knowing too well what it would mean jf 
sho attempted to subdue the tribes and 
races in the interior, as the United States 
is now endeavoring to do. 


The gold brick that the United S'‘ates 
purchased for $20,000,000 when they 
“bought’’ the Philippines from Spain after 
havizg taken them with Dewey's fleet, does 
net consist merely in the enormous e¢x- 
pense entailed by the permanent matin- 
tengncee of a large army there. Instead of 
strengthening our position in the Pacific, 
the purchase of ‘the Philippines h2s enor- 
mously weakened it. , 

Every naval officer knows that ff war 
were declared against this country tomcr- 
row by some Buropean power, the first 
blow would be struck at the Philippine 
islands and that the United States navy 
at present ‘is incapable of holding them. 
The fleet there is 8900 miles from its base’ 
of supplies and there is no American 
dock rearer than San. Francisco, capable 
of docking oyr largest warships.

But it is likewise known that even with 
this addition to the navy, a vastly 
greater fleet of warships must be main- 
tained by us if we intend to keep the 
Philippines. 

Among naval officers at Manila the 
opinion is frequently expressed that the

T the threshold of the Lousiana Pur- 
A chase Exposition, St. Louis finds it- 
self in the embarrassing position of 
lacking the facilities to accommodate her 
guests. Hotel proprietors reluctantly ad- 
mit the fact, but acknowledge’ that in 
taking care of the dedication crowds they 
are face to face with the most serious prob- 
lem they have ever had to encounter. While 
Chicago provided her exposition guests 
with 44,000 hotel rooms, St. Louis. at a lib- 
eral estimate, cannot now show more than 
And when a hotel expert declared a few 
days ago that this number might be in- 
creased by the'introduction of cots in rooms 
and hailways of all hotels to 15,000, he em- 
phasized the word “might,” knowing that 
many hotels would absolutely refuse to 
erect cots at all. They see no reason fur 
doing so when by increased prices they 
can accommodate guests whom they prefer 
to entertain and whose comfort they ex- 
pect to cater to, at the same profit as’ if 
they had incressed the capacity of the 
house at lower prices. 

The demands on the principal hotels for 
the dedication week are already so great 
that it is impossible to secure accommoda- 
tion. In others, there are still disengaged 
rooms, in which comfortable cots will, In 
many cases, take the place of beds. One of 
those hotels has already engaged no less 


“han 500 cots. 


That St. Louis should, however, have to 
announce, at the very dedicatory moment 
of her great Exposition, that she is unable 
to accommodate her guests, gives the hotel 
men, as well as others, much concern; 
hotel men, not in their professional ca- 
pacity only, but as citizens as well. They 
are doing everything in their power to 
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which may materially lessen the pressure. 

The principal cause of the crush appears 
to arise from the necessity of devoting 
large suites of rooms in many hotels to dis- 
tinguished official visitors, who cannot. of 
course, be expected to sleep on cots or in 
crowded quarters. This sadly-:diminishes 
the capacity of a number of the large ho- 
tels, 

At many of the cheaper hotels, which 
average in price about $1 a day, there 13 
Still plenty of accommodatfons to be 
secured. At the 8t. James, for tnstince, 
the manager thought he could accommo- 
date ten or a dozen guests on the Bu:o- 
pean plan at the rate of $3 per day each 
if they would pay for the rocms he 
assigned them at the price he estimated 
the rooms to be worth, that is, if he had 
rooms which he thought ought to hold four 
people, he would charge for four people 
no matter how many less than that occu- 
pied it. That is about the method that 
many of the smaller hotels are wo king 
on. 

Hotel proprietors are naturally retic nt 
to talk about the situation. A canvass of 
the hotels by a Post-Dspatch reporter 
who asked the managers the pos:ibi ities 
of securing accommodations from Api 
os till May 1, for a party of ten gen- 
tlemen, elicited the following facts: 

The Planters’ management said: “We 
are unable to promise anything just now. 
that is. we are not reservirg any rcoms 
at ail.

The avenue is splendidly paved, and its 
surface, kept’ clean by constant labor, 
gleams in the sunlght even as the white 
stonework of the capito! building gleams. 
Practically speak'ng, the capitol had its 
inception when Topeka was founded. The 
early citizens said, ‘‘Here will be the capi- 
tal of this state, and we must reserve a 
place for the capitol.” 

One of the founders was Col. C. K. Holi- 
day. The colonel was a man of authority. 
He insisted that plenty of ground should 
be reserved for the location of the future 
capitol. “You can have a block,” grudg- 
ingly said some of the early Kansans. 
Their conception of future greatness was 
far below that of Col. Holiday, who grunt- 
ed contemptuously. 

“We'll have not only one block,”’ said the 
colonel. “but. four blocks, so that there'll 
be room enough around our capitol build- 
ing for the world to see its beauty and 
bigness from every side to the best advan- 
tage.”’ 

And the four blocks were reserved. Col.

Topeka was founded by men who knew a 
good thing when they saw it. They saw 
plenty of prairie space for their city, and 
they laid out the streets with an eye to 
spaciousness, so that the charge of nar- 
rowness cannot be applied to the thorough- 
fares of the town. Though one of the west- 
ern outposts of progress at the time, the 
lay-out of the new town embr&ced park 
space along the curbs of some of the prim- 
ciple stréets, which have been utitized it 
the beautifying of the state capitol si%- 
roundings. 

A quarter of a century ago Kansas was 
a struggling commonwealth, and her mod- 
est settlers had no thought of bu'liding a 
capitel of such magnitude and magnificenc 
as the one that stands completed in Topeka 
today.

TEALING farming impiements from city stores with which ‘to stock their 
farms is a new industry developed in St. Louis a few days ago by a 
group of Missouri farmers, who now languish behind the Bars to answer 


for their crimes. 


Five men and a woman from Missouri interior points actually stole a carload 
of agricultural machinery, piece by piece, chartering a Frisco furniture car and 
loading it for shipment to their farms before the police swooped down upon them. 

A few days ago the police discovered at 611 South Sixth street a most ex- 


traordinary arrangement for facilitating the thievery of 
plews, hay rakes, buggies, wagons, corn planters, 


steam engines, sulky 


harrows, pitchforks, corn cut- 


ters and all manner of implements used by the up-to-date Missouri farmer. 

This gang of rural sharps had come to the great city, rented rooms in a 
house that was connected by an unused sub-cellar with an implement store, and 
by an ingenious arrangement of ladders, trap-doors and subterranean passages 
had contrived to carry off big machines piecemeal, load them on truck-, roll 
them to a farm wagon and haul them to the railroad car that was sidetracked by 


their order. 


These men—there was one woman, too, who helped to facilitate the work by 
driving the mule team that hauled the wagon—proved that the countryman may 
be as clever in crime as is the city-bred criminal, but their remarkable scheme 
was discovered and they were arrested before they had time to ship the car and 
go out to the farm to put in their spring crops with the stolen implements. 


PSHE story of Frisco furniture car No. 
8929, chartered by country burglars, 
who proposed to ship their city loot 

to their own farms, presents conditions 
thet would have interested Sherlock 
Holmes and suggests stage settings that 
David Belasco himself might have envied. 
The police were astounded at the brazen- 
ness of the thefts, and a railway official 
Femarked: ‘We are only too thankful to 
have been able to keep the car. I am 
-@fraid that if they had shipped it we 
might never have found it.” f 


For months the proprietors of agricultur- 
al implement factories and stores and tool- 
making establishments in the immediate 
_ Wieinity of the Frieco and Iron Mountain 

freight stations in South St. Louis have 
been bothered by persistent burglars. 
Many unexplained thefts have occurred. 
At no time was there any very large ar- 
ticle missing, but portable engines were 


seen to have been stripped bit by bit of 
all that could be carried away. Factories 
and shops would miss day after day first 
one tool and then another, until it seemed 
as though some nest of human rats were 
loiged in the vicinity, devastating their 
neighbors as mice might undermine a loaf 
of bread. 


Where were the rodents? Where was 
their nest? The police had their suspicions, 
but knew nothing tangible, and they had 
failed to comprehend the business-like sys- 
tem of burglary that had been put into 
operation. 


Among the victims who suffered most 
from these strange marauders was the 
Kuhiman Implement Co., with a store- 
house at 611 South Sixth street. The con- 
cern carried a stock of small agricultural 
implements—plows, rakes, seed planters 
and about every ‘“fixing’’ that an up-to- 
date farmer needs from spring to fall. 


The manager discovered a few days ago 
that h’s cellar had been devastated by 
thieves, and he again made serious com- 
plaint to the police. Detect/ve Sergeant 
Nolte and other city detectives detailed on 
the case had formed deductions from pre- 
vious investigation and concluded to put 
these theories into operation. 

“It was ascertained that two upper 
floors above half of the double house occu- 
pied by the Kuhlman concern had been 
occupied for the past six months by a 
number of suspicious persons. These rooms 
were frequently visited by other persons 
equally suspicious, who included William 
Campbell and his wife, George Woods, 
Elins Parr, Otis Ellis; John Woods and 
Wilam-Oliver. The location of’ this gang 
in the center of the scene of depredations 
vas in itself suspicious. The detectives 
discovered, moreover, that a member of 
the gang, Mrs. Campbéll, had requested the 
agent of the Frisco freight line to have a 
furniture car placed on a siding, not 100 
yards from the rear door of 611 South 
Sixth street. The instructions to the 
freight agent were that the car was wanted 
for furniture and other goods to be sent 
to Newburg. Mo., and that it would re- 
quire a week to load it. 

Car No. 8929 was so placed, and the pro- 
cess of loading it had been begun when 
the police took up the investigation. Much 
of the work of loading was done after 
dark, and descriptions of the consignors 
of the freight were not obtainable. The 
facts were enough to convince the police 
that they wére on -the right trail and 
they promptly arrested Parr, Otis and 
John Woods at the South Sixth street 
premises, while Oliver Campbell and.George 
Woods were captured at 905 South Second 
street. The police immediately visited the 
agent of the Frisco line and told hfm not 
to allow the car to be moved. Mrs. Camp- 
bell was apparently unaware that the police 
suspected the gang’s connection with car 
No. 8929, for she. drove there at night with 
a wagon load of implements and was ar- 
rested 

Investigation of the premises at 611 and 
613 South Sixth street, where a portion of 


the gang lived for many months. showed 


a most peculiar state of affairs. The build- 
ing is a_ three-and-a-half story double 
dwelling of brick. The ground floor is oc- 
cupied by the Kuhlman Implement Co. 
and another tool factory, managed by Mr. 
Hergett, separated by a narrow hall. 
Owing to certain alterations in the street 
grades, some time ago, the house has two 
cellars, one beneath the other, separated 
by a thin board floor extending originally 
the entire width of the rear portion of the 
building. The lower subcellar was aban- 
doned long ago. It is simply a long, dank, 
dark tunnel left to the rats. In fact, only 
that portion of the upper cellar which lies 
beneath Kuhlman’s place is occupied, and 
the flooring originally separating the cel- 
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lars is badly out of repair. On that side 
of the house which the gang infested, 
there is still a sort of well hole leading 
down to both the cellars. The rickety 
stairs, long disused, are broken off hajf 
way down, so that had the gang contem- 
plated more serious crimes a dead man’s 
body thrown down that black hole would 
have been disposed of with little danee~ 
of discovery. In order to descend into tnis 
lower vault it was necessary to use a lad- 
der, which could be attached to the lowest 
step, whereby one could reach the bottom. 
The stairs on Kuhiman’s side were down 
altogether. In order to reach the floor of 
Kuhlman's top cellar, through which the 
thieves had to break to get at his goods, 
they had to carry the ladder across the 
lower cellar, and then, of course, replace 
it when they returned to ascend again 
at their home. 

It was a house adapted for crime and the 
concealment of crime, and the wonder is 
that, with such a gang in posscssion of it, 
far more heinous deeds have not been com- 
mitted. 

Mr. Kuhlman, in detailing his experiences 
with the gang, said to the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch: “I do not believe there is a block 
within ten blocks of here that has not suf- 
fered in one way or another from their 
depredations. The Campbells have some 
kind of a farm at Annapolis and another 
at Newburg.* Many of the tags on the 
goods I recovered from the car showed that 
they had already been on the Iron Mountain 
road. 

‘‘Most of my stuff consisted of hay forks, 
post-hole diggers, corn planters, single- 
trees for farm wagons, light iron ware 
and things of that kind, Mr. Hergett, next

station and immediately identified Otis and 
Woods as men he had seen lounging about 
his place. A big portable engine in the 
yard of the T. P. Dement Implement Co. 
was recently entirely stripped of $60 or $60 
worth of brass. I do not know whether

_ NEW FACTS ABOUT THE COST OF LIVING IN ST. LOUIS. 


,ERHAPS the most vital and far- 
reaching question to all classes is 
that of the cost of living—to the 

millionaire for one reason, to the day la- 
borer for quite another—and it is, after all, 
one purely of comparison. It is based on 
_ the earning opportunities afforded by the 
town, city or country in which the living 
cost is to be considered. 

For instance, living costs less in the 
country than in the village, where it costs 
lesa than in the town, where it is cheaper 


a than in the city, and the same ratio exists’ 


between the cities of this country. As said 
before, it is a matter of comparison. 

It costs less to live in New York than it 
Goes in London, but more, in many re- 
spects, than in St. Louis, whereas some 
items of living expense cost more nere 
than in New York. 

‘In Old World cities almost everything has 
_ tte equivalent in value, and one can enjoy 
_.& @feat deal for very littie money. A 


other hand a dollar’s worth of fish in 8t. 
Louis is not to be compared with the 
amount one would receive for the same coin 
in New York, Boston, New Orleans or Sa 
Francisco, : 
The size, growth, activity and attractive- 
ness to all kinds of labor of a city de- 
termines the relative cost of rents. One 
would naturally suppose that rents would 
be higher in New York than in St. Louis, 
for instance. And so they are in some re- 
spects, but lower in others. The million- 
aire, if he rents at all, pays more for what 
he gets in New York than he would for the 
same thing in St. Louis on account of the 
greater ground value in the former city, 
but the middle class, or to divide it into a 
stiller finer financial distinction, the lower 
middie class, the small tradesman and the 
average clerk, pays more for rent in 8t. 
Louls than he does in New York. The cause 
is due wholly to the difference in the 
methods of housing this class. The poor 
pay more for rent in New York than they 
do in St. Louis, but they get more for their

A $2%-a-month flat in St. Louis lacks much 
that the New Yorker demands, else he 
would not rent the flat. New Yorkers have 
developed flat building to a science. An 
enormous population, from the laborer on 
the Bast Side avenues to the rich brokers 
and merchants in Central Park west, are 
flat-livers. In comsequence the people de- 
mand certain things in their flats and the 
bullders comply, else the flats are not oc- 
cupied. For instance, a five or six room 
fiat in Hariem, Brooklyn or the Bronx that 
rents for $25 a month, or two or three dol- 
lars less, is steam heated, is provided with 
free dumbwaiter service, window shades, 
awnings, hot water the year around, cov- 
ered stationary washtubs, stationary ice- 
box, gas fixtures and globes, electric light 
fixtures, combination gas and coal range, 
china closet and sideboard built into the 
dining room wall, marquetry borders in 
thé parlor and dining room, wardrobes in 
the bedrooms, medicine closet in the bath- 
room, is generally finished in hardwood and 
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afford $2% a month for rent being of aver- 
age dimensions the family furniture need 
not be greatly expanded or reduced in 
moving from one flat to another. 


The capitalists of St. Louls who build for 
this class of tenantry have not considered 
the economy of space in their flats, nor 
have they made fiat-living either easy, 
cheap or desirable. It is much easier for 
the 400 who can afford to pay $100 or more 
a month rent to find suitable habitations 
than the 40,000 who can afford not more 
than $25 a month. Owners of cheap dwell- 
ings have increased rents with the great 
influx of people to St. Louis consequent up- 
not compete with other cities in point of 
which will remain here, rather than build 
houses for them to live in. St. Louls will 
not complete with other cities in point of 
attractive living rates until it builds suit- 
able tenements for the large class that can 
afford habitations of that kind.

Without are the peaceful farms 
and ranches of the rapidly growing North- 
west. If one of the men in hiding should 
venture beyond the boundaries of this 
strange place of refuge he would be shot on 


sight. And several bloody and unsucoés- 


ful attempts to raid the Hole have proved 
that it is just as dangerous for an eut- 
sider to try to enter. 

The Hole-in-the-Wall is one of the most 
remarkable of ‘the many strange freaks of 
nature in the Rockies. It consists of a 
great wall of granite, almost impassable 
even for the nimble and sure-footed moun- 
tain goats. The wall is shaped like a 


’ rough circle and forms a natural fortress 


which fs practically tmpregnable. Once 
‘Bafely ensconced within a score of good 
riflemen (and the men who have made it 
their refuge are among the best shots In 
the West) could defy an army. 

| Where the Powder river has forced its 
way into the Hole-in-the-Wa!ll the cliffs 
rise up precipitately en both sides. On the 
left side of the river and about fifty feet 
above ites surface, runs a rough pathway, 
which eould hardly be called a road It fs 
so narrew that two herses cannot ride 
abreast. Any person wishing to enter the 
Hole-in-the-Wall must pass through this 
defile. Even if no defense was made the 
journey would be toilsome to the last de- 
gree. At every step, however, the intruders 
would be under fire from al! sides and in 
a position where it would be practically 


‘impossible to retaliate, as the defenders 


would be invisible. The character of the 
country precludes the use of artillery and 
no troops could hope to effect much with 
rifles. So the dwellers tn the Hole-in-the- 
Wall have lived in cheerful defiance of the 
law, although nearly every man in hiding 
there has committed mot one, but many, 
crimes that deserve the death penalty. 

The only real attempt to raid the Hole 
was in 1892. The outlaws had been for 
months annoying the cattlemen, sweeping 
down on the herds, killing the best ani- 
mals and eften shooting any cowboys who 
happened to be in charge or rode up to in- 
vestigate. The Hole ‘was becoming the 
place of refuge for every cattle “rustler’’ 
in-the Northwest. The stockmen deter- 
mined on a raid. It was a complete fail- 
ure. . 

The raiding party consisted of about 100 
Texas “killers,” who had been imported 
by the ranchment. These men were expert 
marksmen, accustomed to danger, confident 
jn their ability to teach the northwestern 
outlaws a lesson. They advanced to the 
entrance of the Hole and were allowed to 


march half way up the defile between the 
great granite cliffs. Then invisible enemies 
opened fire from every side. The “kill- 
ers” fought pluckily, but were at a hopeless 
disadvantage. If cavalry from the neigh- 
boring posts had not been summoned post 


ee a 4 haste to their assistance the last man 


would have been cut off. As it was, a third 


. .,@ef the invaders was killed or badly 
 . Wounded. 


The leader of the outlaws in the Hole at 
the last news received. from. there, is 


“Laughing Sam” Carey, one of the most 


notorious bandits of the West. 

Among the other notorious degperadoes 
who are hiding in the Hole are the Tay- 
lor brothers, who were under sentence of 
death for murdering the Meeks family at 
Carrollton, Mo., and broke jail; Hank Wil- 
‘Cox and Bud Denslow, who are wanted 
for a train robbery on the Union Pacific 
line, where the engineer of the train was 
shot, and many other desperate criminals 
who are wanted for every crime in the

On the first night out wild cries from the 
attendants brought the commissioner out 
of his own tent in the middle of the night.
